(communicated to the Union,) dated Camp 


tember 4, 1846: 

We left camp Twiggs onthe 10th ultimo. 
On the 16th took up the line of March for 
Camargo, which place we reached on the 2!st 
and marched and encamped here on the 27th; 
and ou the 9th, day after tomorrow ,(Sunday,) 
we move forward to Cerralvo, a town some 70 
miles from here, at the foot of the mountains, 
at which piace itis deemed our stay wil! be 
as short as has been the case here. Cerralvo 
is now occupied by Gen. Worth's command, 
and is probably the last depot we will estab- 
jish this side of the mountgins. The coun- 
try from this point to Ceralvo is truly beau-
